Mr.  J.  F.  Alexander,  Director 
of  the  College  introduced  the 
main  speaker  of  the  evening, 
Mr.  Oliver  R.  Rowe,  Trustee  of 
the  Charlotte  Community  Col¬ 
lege  System. 

Mr.  Rowe  told  the  students, 
“This  is  a  great  day  for  Meck¬ 
lenburg  College.  After  having 
classes  for  13  years  in  the  Sec¬ 
ond  Ward  High  School  building, 
we  have  now  started  the  14th 
year  on  our  own  new  campus.” 

He  further  stated  that  the 
number  of  college  students  is 
increasing  rapidly.  The  existing 
colleges  cannot  possibly  take 
care  of  the  tidal  wave  of  stu¬ 
dents  expected  in  the  next  five 
years.  We  cannot  build  colleges 
fast  enough  to  take  care  of  them. 
He  also  said,  “Last  year  4,000 
qualified  applicants  were  denied; 
this  year  the  number  is  greater. 
Every  freshman  who  gained  en¬ 
trance  into  college  this  year  is 
just  plain  lucky.” 

He  stated  that  Mecklenburg 
College  is  destined  to  develop 
into  one  of  the  largest  and  best 
community  colleges  in  the  state; 
there  are  people  who  really  need 
and  want  the  special  educational 
services  offered  by  a  communi¬ 
ty  college. 

Mr.  Rowe  told  the  students 
to  take  their  work  seriously  and 
to  take  advantage  of  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  improve  themselves  in 
order  to  become  successful  peo¬ 
ple.
